of various technologies, and recognizing the benefits of cooperation in the mutual 
exchange of R&D Infomiation; 

Have agreed as follows:

ARTICLE II 



OBJECTIVE AND SCOPE 



2.1. The objective of this Agreement is to conduct reciprocal, balanced exchanges of R&D 
Information of mutual interest to the Parties. 

2.2. The Parties may exchange R&D Information under this Agreement upon conclusion of 
individual lEAs. Each IE A shall specify the scope of R&D Information that may be exchanged. 
Exchanges of R&D Information under each lEA shall be on a reciprocal, balanced basis such 
that the R&D Information exchanged between the Parties shall be of approximately equivalent 
value, quantitatively and qualitatively, within each lEA to this Agreement, 

2.3. Each lEA, upon conclusion, shall be entered into pursuant to this Agreement, the 
provisions of which are hereby incorporated by reference. Each lEA shall generally conform to 
the format outline provided in Appendix 1 . Each lEA shall: 

2.3. 1 . specify the scope of R&D Information exchange; 

2.3.2. identify the Annex Authorities, TPOs, and Establishments; 

2.3.3. specify any applicable special disclosure and use provisions, when 
necessary; 

2.3.4. identify the highest level of classification of Classified Information that 
may be exchanged imder the lEA; and 

23.5, establish a termination date for the lEA not more than five years after the 
lEA enters into force. 

2.4. Either Party may propose potential lEAs to be conducted under the provisions of this 
Agreement. The proposing Party may provide a written synopsis describing the proposed lEA to 
the other Party, and solicit its participation in concluding an lEA. 

2.5. This Agreement permits the exchange of R&D-related computer software, subject to 
paragraph 2.2, of this Article and the restrictions established in an individual lEA, but does not 
permit tiie exchange of weapon, sensor, or related system computer software, or weapon, sensor, 
or related system computer software documentation. 

2.6. Production Information shall not be exchanged or provided under this Agreement. 

2.7. No material, equipment, end item, subsystem, component, special tooling, test equipment, 
or services may be exchanged or provided under this Agreement. 
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2.8. In the eveni of conflict between the provisions of this Agrceinent and any Appendix or 
lEA lo this Agreement, the Agreement shall take precedence.

CHANNELS OF COMMUNICATION AND VISITS 



4. 1 . Only those TPOs specified in individual lEAs to this Agreement arc authorized to 
exchange R&D Information related to that IE A on behalf of the Annex Authorities. R&D 
Intbrmation exchanged between the Parties shall be foiAvarded by TPOs to their counterparts via 
Government-to-GoveiTiment channels for appropriate dissemination. Liaison Officers may also 
assist f POs in the transmission of R&D Information, as appropriate, in accordance with Article 
IX (Security). . 

4.2. Each Party shall permit lEA visits to its TPOs and Estabhshments by personnel from listed 
Establishments or Authorities of the other Party, provided that the visit is authorized by both 
Parties and visiting personnel have appropriate security clearances and a need-to-know. 

4.3. All visiting personnel shall be required to comply w ith security regulations of the host 
Party. Any R&D Information disclosed or made available to visitors shall be treated as if 
supplied to the Party sponsoring the visiting personnel, and shall be subject to the provisions of 
this Agreement. 

4.4. Requests for lEA visits by personnel of one Party to TPOs or Establishments of the other 
Party shall be coordmated through official governmental channels and shall conform with the 
established v isn procedures of the host country. Requests for visits shall bear the name of the 
lEA and a proposed list of topics to be discussed. When requests for visits also include visits to 
Contractor facilities of the host country, which are outside the provisions of this Agreement, such 
requests will comply with that country's Contractor visit procedures. 

4.5. Lists of personnel of each Party required to visit, on a continuing basis, lEA TPOs or 
Establishments of the other Party shall be submitted through official governmental channels in 
accordance with recurring international visit procedures. 
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ARTICLE V 



FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS 



5.L Bach Party shall bear the full costs it incurs in making, managing, and administering any 
R&D Infonnaiion exchanges under this Agreement. No funds shall be transferred between the 
Parties. A Party shall promptly notify the other Party if available Funds are not adequate to fulfill 
its responsibilities under this Agreement. If a Party notifies the other Paay that it is temiinaiing 
or reducmg its funding for any R&D effort covered by a specific lEA, the Parties shall 
immediatelv consult with a view toward termination or continuation of the information exchange 
on a changed or reduced basis. 

5.2. All obligations of the Parties shall be subject to the availability of appropnated funds for 
such purposes.

ARTICLE VII 



DISCLOSURE^ AND USE OF RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT INFORMATION 



7. ] . R&D Infonnation exchanged pursuant to an lEA shall be specifically described therein. 
Only R&D Information shall be exchanged under this Agreenieni. 

7.2. Except as provided in paragraph 7.5. of this Article, the Parties (including its Contractor 
Support Personnel) may use the R&D Infomiation exchanged under this Agreement solely for 
infomiation and evaluation purposes by their respective defense Establishments. 

7.3. R&D Inforrnation shall not be used by the receiving Party for any purpose other than the 
purpose fur which it was furnished without the specitic prior written consent of the furnishmg 
Party. The receiving Paity shall not disclose R&D Infonnation exchanged under this Agreement 
to Contractors or any other persons, other than its Contractor Support Personnel, without the 
specific prior written consent of the furnishing Party. 

7.4. The receiving Party shall ensure that Contractor Support Personnel, Contractors, or any 
other persons to whom it discloses R&D hi formation received under this .Agreement, are placed 
under a legally binding obligation to comply with the provisions of this Agreement and the 
relevant IE A concerning the use, control, and protection of such R&D Infonnation. 

7.5. The Parties may determine in a specitic lEA that R&D Information exchanged therein may 
be used for purposes other than for purposes of infonnation and evaluation by their defense 
Establishments. The lEA shall contain specific provisions for such use, which may not extend 
beyond the defense purposes speci fied therein. 

7.6. No transfer of ownership of R&D Information shall take place under this Agreement. R&D 
Information shall remain the property of the originating Party or its Contractors. 

7.7. R&D Information shall be exchanged only when it may be done: 

7.7. 1 . without incurring liability to holders of proprietary rights; and 

7.7.2. when disclosure is consistent with national disclosure policies and regulations of 
the tiiniishing Party. 

7.8. All R&D Information subject to proprietary interests shall be identified, marked, and 
handled in accordance with .Article VIII (Controlled Unclassified Information) or .Article IX 
(Security) of this Agreement. 

".9. R&D Infonnation exchanged under this Agreement shall be disclosed to Third Parties by 
the receiving Party only m accordance with Article X (Third Parts 1 ransfers) of this .Agreement. 
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"10. The transfer of export-controlled infonnation lurnished by one Party shall be authorized by 
the Governmeni of the furnishing Party only to those Contractor Support Personnel of the other 
Paily who shall limit the end use of the information received for the sole pui*pose of furthering 
the puiposes authorued under this Agreement, The Parties shall establish legal ammgements 
with their Contractor Support Personnel to ensure that their Contractor Support Personnel do not 
retransfer or otherwise use export-controlled information tor any purpose other than t!ie purposes 
authorized under this Agreement. Such legal arrangements shall also provide that the Contractor 
Support Personnel shall not re-transfer the export-controlled infonnation to another Contractor 
without the Government of the fumishing Party's consent.

Except as otherwise provided in this Agreement or authorized in writing by the onginating 
Party, Connolled Unclassified Information received under this Agreement shall be controlled as 
follows:

8.1.2. access to such information shall be limited lo personnel whose access is 
necessary for the permitted use under subparagraph 8.1.1 and shall be subject to 
rhe provisions of Article X (Third Party Transfers) of this Agreement; and 

8.1.3. each Party shall take all lawful steps, which may include national classification, 
available to it to keep such mtbnnation free from further disclosure (including 
requests under any legislative provisions), except as provided in subparagraph 
8.L2., unless the originating Party consents to such disclosure. In the event of 
unauthorized disclosure, or if it becomes probable that the Controlled 
Unclassified Information may ha\e to be further disclosed under any legislative 
provision, immediate notification shall be given to the originating Party, 

8.2. To assist in providing the appropriate controls, the originating Party shall ensure that 
Controlled Unclassified Infomiation is appropriately marked as defined in paragraph 8.3 of this 
Article. 

8.3. The Parties shall decide, in advance and in writing, on the markings to be placed on the 
Controlled Unclassified Information, and describe such markings in a security instruction or 
similar document. The Parties* export-controlled information will be marked in accordance with 
the applicable export control markings as documented in the security instniction or similar 
document.

9J . All Classified Information exchanged pursuant to this Agreement shall be stored, handled, 
transmitted, and safeguarded in accordance with the Security Agreement Between the 
Gov ernment of the Czech Republic and the Government of the United States of America 
Concerning Security Measures for the Protection of Classified Military Information, dated 
Scptember^l 9, 1 995, as amended August 3 1 , 2007. 

9.2. Classified Information shall be transferred only through official Governmenl-lo- 
Govemment channels or througli channels approved by the Designated Security Authorities 
(DSAs) of the Panics in accordance wiih Article IV (Channels of Communication and Visits) of 
this Agreement. Such information shall bear the level of classification and denote the country of 
origin, the distribution and access restrictions, and the fact that the Classified Information relates 
to this Agreement or one of its IE As. 

9.3. Each Party shall take all lawful steps available to it to ensure that Classified Infonnation 
exchanged pursuant to this Agreement is protected from further disclosure, unless the originating 
Party consents in advance and in writing to such disclosure. The recipient Party shall comply 
with any distribution and access restrictions on Classified Information that is provided under this 
Agreement. 

9.4. Infonnation exchanged under this Agreement will normally take place at the unclassified 
level. However, infonnation exchanged pursuant to an lEA may, on a case-by-case basis, be 
classified at a higher level if such exchange is sufficiently justified, and is processed and 
approved m accordance with the national disclosure policies and procedures of the Parties. Each 
Party shall ensure ih^it access to Classified Infonnation is limited to those persons who possess 
requisite security clearances and have a specific need for access to the Classified Infonnation in 
order to participate in an IE A. 

9.5. The existence of this Agreement is unclassified and the contents are unclassified. 
Classified Information exchanged pursuant to this Agreement may he classified as high as U.S. 
CONFIDENTIAL and Czech Republic DU VERNE. The classification or the existence of any 
lEA and its contents will be stated in that lEA. 
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ARTICLE X 



THIRD PARTY TRANSFERS 



1 0. 1 . In accordance with Article VII (Disclosure and Use ofResearch and Devclopnient 
Inlbimation) of this Agreement, a Party shall not sell, transfer title to, transfer possession of, or 
othenvise disclose R&D Infoimation to any Third Party without the prior written consent of the 
Party that provided such infonnation. The providing Party shall be solely responsible for 
authorizing any Third Party sales or transfers and, as applicable, specifying the inethod and 
conditions for iinplementing any such sales or transfers.

1 IJ . Any disputes between the Parties arising under or relating to this Agreemeni shall be 
resolved only by eonsultation between the Parties and shall not be referred to an individual, to 
any national or international tribunal, or to any other forum for settlement.

12-1 . This Agreement, including Appendix 1 to this Agreement, may be v^mended upon the 
written consent of the Panies. The lEAs may be amended upon the wntten consent ot the Annex 
Authorities, Annex Authorities may change TPO assignments, and TPOs may change the hst of 
Establishments in their lEAs, through an exchange of correspondence. 

12.2. 1 his Agreement may be terminated at any time by the written consent of the Parties. The 
IE As may be tenninated at any time by the written consent of their respective Annex Authorities. 
In the event the Parties decide to tenninate the Agreement, or the Annex Authorities decide to 
icnninate any of the lEAs hereto, they shall consuli at the appropriate level prior to the date of its 
termination to ensure termination on the most equitable tenns, 

12.3. In the event that a Party finds it necessary to terminate its participation unilaterally in this 
Agreement, or a Party's Annex Authority finds it necessary to terminate its participation 
unilaterally m any of the IE As hereto, such termination shall be subject to the provisions of this 
Agreement. The tenninating Party shall continue participation until the effective date of 
termination. 

1 2.3. 1 . A Party may lenninate its participation in this Agreement upon 1 20 days 
written notification to the other Party. 

12.3.2. A Party's Annex .Authority may terminate its participation m an IE A upon 60 
days written notification to the other Party's Annex Authority. 

1 2.4. The tennination of this Agreement results automatically in the tenuinaiion of all the IE As 
to this Agreement. 

12.5. The respective rights and obligations of the Parties regarding .Article VIl (Disclosure and 
Use of Research and Development Information), Article VTIi (Controlled Unclassified 
Infonnation), Article IX (Security), Article X (Third Party fransfers), and this Article XII 
(Amendment, Tennination, Entry into Force, and Duration) of this Agreement shall continue 
notwithstanding tennination or expiration of this Agreement or its lEAs. 

12.6. T his Agreement, which consists of the Preamble, twelve (12) Articles, and one Appendix, 
shall enter into force upon signature by the Parties and shall remain in force lor twenty (20) 
years, f he Parties shall consult no later than six years pnor to the expiration of this Agreement 
and decide whether or not to extend its duration. It may then be extended by w ntten consent of 
the Parties.
